Washington, D. C., March 4.—[Special.J— 
President Roosevelt this evening received 
the members of the Chicago board of trade 
who are in Washington to register protests 
against the passage of any bill prohibiting 
or limiting in any way the system of selling 
agricultural products for future delivery. | 

There was an interview lasting a couple of 
hours between the president and H. N. Sager, 
B. A. Eckhart, B. B. Bryan, and W. 8. 
Warren, Who constitute the committee sent 
from the board of trade, also H. H. Kohl- 
saat of Chicago and Mr. Jackson, the lat- 
ter a grajn exporter of Baltimore. 

Mr. Roosevelt gave all the gentiemen an 
opportunity to express their full views con- 
cerning the proposed legislation, and these 
were in effect that such legislation would re- 
sult in closing the great grain and cotton ex- 
changes of the country and drive all of the 
speculatiye buying and selling to the Eu- 
ropean boards of trade. They told the presi- 
dent that if trading in grain for future de- 
livery is abolished or so restricted as to pre- 
vent speculative buying or selling, the grain 
crops of the country will then be sold as 
potatoes, hay, apples, and tobacco are now 
sold. The miller and exporter will have the 
farmer at their mercy. . 

Visitors Feel Encouraged. 

Just what President Roosevelt had to say 
in reply to the committee was not discussed 
by the members on their return from the 
White house, but they said they were well 
pleased with the sis sete ated and felt much en- 
couraged. 

The president in one of his recent messages 
has expressed the view that some restrictiqn, 
if possible, should be placed on stock transac- a 
tions over the interstate telegraph and tele- 
phone lines ae well as a restriction on dealing 
in futures. He was careful to say that the 
matter should be given theclosest considera- 
tion by congress before anything is done It 
ig known that he is still of this opinion.

Illincisan Arrested. While Trying to 
Prove. Postal Devices Go Astray}— 
Wil Fight Appropriation.

Washington. D. C., March 4.—[Special. }— 
Representative Snapp.of Illinois, who is a 
member of the committee on postoffices and 
postroads, is prepared to resist an appro- 
priation of $25,000 to enable the postmaster 
general to make an investigation of the slot 
machines which are supposed to give up 
postal cards and stamps in exchange for coin 
of the realm. 

The machines give up the stamps and cards 
all right, but they have proven themselves a

Son of Chief Recovering from 
Wound Anarchist Inflicted.. 


HONORED FOR HIS BRAVERY. 


Promoted to Sergeant in Black Horse 
Guards at Culver.

Henry Shippy, the brave young son of the 
chief of police, who was dangerously wound- 
ed while 4 to save his father from the 
assassin’s knife and bullet, passed a rest- 
lees day at Augustana hospital, being in con- 
siderable pain. At night he was resting much 
easier and his general condition was good, his 
father bald, after a visit. 

Young Shippy, for the firet time yesterday, 
a little about the attempted 
assassination which resulted in the death 
of the anarchist, Averbuch. : 

“TI didn’t know he had 4 gun, pa, he said, 
“when I ran downstairs. I saw him reach 
for you with the knife and I got that.“ 

In addition to the bullet wound in his breast 
Henry received a slight slash from the keen 
edged hunting knife as he grappied with the 
chief’s assailant. 

“I tell vou, pa, I'm going to get well,” the 
youngster said, as he at his father, 
though he was then in coOnsiderabie pain.

The chief had gone over to the hospital 

with a newspaper containing an account cf 
his son's promotion to a tey in the 
Black Harse Guards at the ver Military 
academy, where he is a student.

Quotes Records to Show That Suburb’s

During my term as police megistrate in 
this city, which has continued during the 
last thirty-three months,“ he said, “ ninety- 
six women have been brought into my court.
